Bird Flu Data Stir Security Fears 


U.S. to journals: Don’t 
publish details due 
to bioterror concerns 

Washington 

The U.S. government asked scien- 
tists Tuesday not to reveal all the 
details of how to make a version of 
the deadly bird flu that they created 
in labs in the U.S. and Europe. 

The lab-bred virus, being kept 
under high security, appears to 
spread more easily among mam- 
mals. That’s fueled worry that 
publishing a blueprint could aid 
terrorists in creating a biological 
weapon, the National Institutes of 
Health said. 

But the NIH said it was impor- 
tant for the overall findings to be 
published in scientific journals 
because they suggest it may be 
easier than previously thought for 
bird flu to mutate on its own and 


Highly Deadly 

Bird flu, known formally as H5N1 
avian influenza, occasionally in- 
fects people who have close contact 
with infected poultry, particularly 
in parts of Asia. It is highly deadly 
when it does infect people because 
it’s different from typical human flu 
bugs. The concern is that one day it 
may begin spreading easily between 
people. (AP) 


become a greater threat. 

“It’s very important research,” 
NIH science policy director Dr. 
Amy Patterson said. “As this virus 
evolves in nature, we want to be 
able to rapidly detect ... mutations 
that may indicate that the virus is 
getting closer to a form that could 
cross species lines more readily.” 

The government’s biosecurity 
advisers — the National Science 
Advisory Board for Biosecurity 


— reviewed the research as it was 
submitted to two scientific jour- 
nals, Science and Nature. Following 
the board’s recommendation, the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services asked the researchers and 
journal editors not publish the full 
genetic information. 

In a statement. Science editor- 
in-chief Dr. Bruce Alberts said his 
journal “has concerns about with- 
holding potentially important public 
health information from responsi- 
ble influenza researchers” and was 
evaluating how best to proceed. 

Nature’s editor-in-chief. Dr. 
Philip Campbell, called the recom- 
mendations unprecedented. 

“It is essential for public health 
that the full details of any scientific 
analysis of flu viruses be available 
to researchers,” he said in a state- 
ment. The journal is discussing 
how “appropriate access to the sci- 
entific methods and data could be

A Standoff 
Over Taxes 

Gridlock rules on the Hill again as the 
House blocks the Senate’s payroll plan 


Washington 

Congress lurched toward Grinch- 
like gridlock on Tuesday as the 
Republican-controlled House 
rejected a two-month extension of 
Social Security tax cuts that Presi- 
dent Obama said was “the only via- 
ble way” to prevent a drop in take- 
home pay for 160 million workers 
on Jan. 1. 

“The clock is ticking; time is 
running out,” Obama said short- 
ly after the House voted 229-193 
to request negotiations with the 
Senate on renewing the payroll 
tax cuts for a year. 

House Speaker John Boehner, 
said that Obama had sought his 
help on a compromise, replied, “I 
need the president to help out.” His 
voice rose as he said it, and his words 
were cheered by dozens of Repub- 
lican lawmakers who have pushed 


him and the rest of the leadership to 
pursue a more confrontational strat- 
egy with Democrats and the White 
House in an already contentious year 
of divided government. 

This time, it wasn’t a partial 
government shutdown or even an 
unprecedented Treasury default that 
was at stake, but the prospect that 
payroll taxes would rise and long- 
term unemployment benefits end 
for millions of jobless victims of the 
worst recession since the 1930s. 

Yet another deadline has been 
entangled in the dispute, this one 
affecting seniors, but the adminis- 
tration announced it had finessed a 
way around it. Officials said paper- 
work for doctors who treat Medi- 
care patients in the early days of 
the new year will not be processed 
until Jan. 18, giving lawmakers 
more time to avert a 27 percent cut 
in fees threatened for Jan. 1. 


The Tale of Two Plans 

The House on Tuesday rejected a bipartisan Senate compromise to extend 
a payroll tax cut for two months, along with unemployment benefits, plung- 
ing Washington into uncertainty just days before Christmas about the fate 
of the tax cut enjoyed by 160 million workers. On a vote of 229-193, the House 
set aside the Senate bill and requested a formal conference with the Senate, 
setting up a showdown with the Democrat-controlled Senate and President 
Obama, who has demanded that the House approve the short-term plan now

The standoff 
was sowing con- 
fusion in busi- 
ness, running out 
of days to adapt to 
any new payroll tax regimen. Even 
the Senate’s proposed two-month 
extension was creating headaches 
because it contained a two-tiered 
system geared to ensuring that 
higher-income earners paid a high- 
er rate on some of their wages. 

Obama said Republicans would 
be to blame for the consequences of 
a standoff “Right now, the recov- 
ery is fragile, but it is moving in the 
right direction,” he said. “Our fail- 
ure to do this could have effects not 
just on families but on the economy

Metro will inspect the brakes on 
all of its 5000 series rail cars — 
about 18 percent of its fleet — 
after a part fell off a moving train 
outside L’Enfant Plaza on Tues- 
day and shut down service along 
the heart of the Orange and Blue 
lines for hours. 

Adjacent stations filled with 
smoke, and hundreds of passen-

Council Overhauls Ethics Rules 


For first time since 
1973, impeachment 
process is in place 

Washington 

The D.C. Council approved an 
overhaul of the city’s ethics laws 
Tuesday, toughening disclosure 
requirements and for the first time 
agreeing on an impeachment pro- 
cess that punishes misconduct. 

The bill, approved by a vote of 
12-1, caps a six-month effort by 
the council to respond to a series 
of ethical controversies involving 
some council members that have 
shaken the public’s confidence in 


its ability to police itself Council 
member Tommy Wells, D-Ward 6, 
voted no. 

Under the legislation, which 
now goes to Mayor Vincent C. Gray, 
a Democrat, for his signature, the 
council voted to establish a new 
three-member ethics panel, bar fel- 
ons from serving on the council or 
as mayor and — for the first time — 
grant powers to the D.C. attorney 
general to prosecute elected officials 
accused of ethical misconduct. 

During the final series of votes 
Tuesday, the council also agreed to 
establish a process, for the first time 
since Home Rule in 1973, that would 
enable the council to remove a col- 
league if 11 of 13 members agree. 


Backstory 

The U.S. attorney’s office is in- 
vestigating whether Harry Thomas 
Jr. diverted more than $300,000 in 
public funds for personal use, wheth- 
er Kwame Brown steered campaign 
money to his brother’s company and 
whether the Gray campaign paid an- 
other mayoral candidate to dispar- 
age Adrian Fenty in last year’s elec- 
tion. All have denied any wrongdoing. 
Michael Brown, l-At large, also failed 
to pay his taxes on time this year, 
and Council member Jim Graham’s 
then-chief of staff, Ted Loza, pleaded 
guilty to felony charges of accepting 
a cash payment. (TWP) 


“To make these kinds of improve- 
ments that we did today shows our 
commitment to make sure ethics 
reform is alive and well,” said Coun- 
cil Chairman Kwame R. Brown, a 
Democrat. 

Brown, whose 2008 campaign 
expenditures are under scrutiny, 
had promised the council would 
act on the reforms before the end 
of the year. 

With half of the body up for elec- 
tion next year. Brown and his col- 
leagues hope the new legislation 
will help them pivot away from the 
ethical controversies and investi- 
gations that have partially con- 
sumed the government this year.

Smithsonian 
Gets$52M Hike 
In 2012 Funding 

Washington 

The Smithsonian Institution is 
receiving a $52 million increase 
in funding from Congress for 
2012, with the increase primari- 
ly devoted to building a museum 
on the National Mall devoted to 
black history. 

Figures released Tuesday show 
the Smithsonian stands to receive 
$811.5 million in federal funding 
for the 2012 fiscal year. The budget 
includes $75 million to begin build- 
ing the National Museum of African 
American History and Culture.

You Cannot Escape 

The title of the Second City’s new 

show at Woolly Mammoth doesn't 
refer to the play itself but life in 
general. “Spoiler Alert: Everybody 
Dies" (through Jan. 8) reminds us that 
we all have expiration dates. And with 
no control over how or when we head 
to the other side, we might as well 
laugh about it. 

Comedy has long 
mined death and fate 
for humor, but this year 
seemed particularly 
bleak. FX’s “Louie" 
dealt with suicide and 
sudden death. “50/50" 
found the funny in a 
27-year-old's cancer diagnosis. And 
when Osama bin Laden and Kim Jong 
II died, it seemed everyone on Twitter 
had one-liners ready to go. 

“Spoiler Alert" doesn't try to hit 
you over the head with its message. 
Rather, the concept acts as a loose 
framework for the dozens of short 
sketches and songs that the Chicago 
improv troupe performs during the 
two-hour show. A song about fait 
accompli — the idea that fate is irre- 
versible — bookends the evening as 
reinforcement. 

And while not as affecting as 
“Louie" or “50/50" — the goal is, after 
all, to make a live audience laugh — 
“Spoiler Alert" does end on a particu- 
larly poignant note: acceptance.

It’s something that players of sin- 
gle-player video games like “The 
Elder Scrolls V: Skyrim” and “Bat- 
man: Arkham City” might take for 
granted, but an effect that die-hard 
fans of sprawling online role-play- 
ing games such as “World of War- 
craft” and “Aion” will appreciate: 
The characters in “Star Wars: The 
Old Republic” can actually speak. 

With more than 320 actors por- 
traying more than 4,000 characters 
with 260,000 lines of dialogue, Bio- 
Ware’s “The Old Republic” is poised 
to feature more voice acting than any 
other massively multiplayer online 
game when it launches Tuesday. 

BioWare has become synony- 
mous with conversational game- 
play that allows players to chat 
with other characters in the hope 
of unlocking missions, learning 
more about the plot, demonstrating 
morality and even forming virtual 
bonds — romantic or otherwise. 

The developer is taking that 


virtual chatter online with “Old 
Republic,” which is set thousands 
of years before Luke Skywalker bat- 
tled Darth Vader in a galaxy far, far 
away. Unlike most other persistent 
multiplayer games, it relies more on 
voices than written words to push 
its narrative forward. 

At the start of “Old Republic,” 
players pledge allegiance to either 
the Republic or Empire and pick 
from eight character types. The 
possibility of 16 different, highly 
customizable protagonists — eight 
men, eight women — hyper-speed- 


ing through a virtual universe pop- 
ulated with thousands of talkative 
characters, as well as millions of 
other players online, presented 
“The Old Republic” developers at 
BioWare and Lucas Arts with sev- 
eral new challenges. 

“When you’re doing a game 
like ‘The Old Republic,’ the act- 
ing is like cubism,” says LucasA- 
rts voice director Will Beckman.

Sometimes when you travel, it's the Little gestures 
of compassion that make the biggest difference — 
especially during the holidays. For Jenny Block, it 
was the nameless American Airlines employee who 
answered her plea on Twitter. 


Her cousin had been left in a 
coma after a traffic accident, and 
she needed the airline to bend a 
flight change rule. Block, a writer 
who lives in Dallas, received an 
immediate reply: Of course the 
airline would help her. 

“You won’t believe this part,” 
she told me. “It happened on 
Thanksgiving morning.” 

Oh, no, that part I would believe. 
See, that’s the funny thing about 


the travel industry. For a business 
that, with a few notable exceptions, 
thinks nothing of offending its 
customers most of the year, the 
short-lived transformation during 
the holidays is incredible. 

And it cuts both ways. This is 
the time of year when you hear 
about customers committing 
random acts of kindness, too. 

Joellen Freeman, an 
administrative assistant from 


Lexington, S.C., was flying from 
Cleveland to Atlanta when she 
witnessed a remarkable seat 
switch. “A gentleman came up to 
a soldier,” she remembers. “He 
introduced himself 
and then asked the 
soldier about his seat 
assignment. He then 
traded seats with the 
soldier — giving up 
his first-class seat 
for one in coach as an 
expression of his gratitude for the 
service of the young man. It was 
very touching.” 

Not all these gestures are 
spontaneous, but that doesn’t make 
them any less remarkable. 

At the Sheraton Kauai, 
employees donated 1,000 pounds 
of food to the Hawaii Food Bank 
for Thanksgiving. Then, for good 
measure, they threw in the keys 
to the van. “This effort has led to 
the resort designating a Food Bank 
Table in the hotel’s restaurant each 
day where proceeds from that table 
will be donated to the Hawaii Food 
Bank,” says Jonathan Pappas, a 
spokesman for the resort. 

I don’t know about you, but I 
love hearing about how the travel 
industry goes out of its way to 
be charitable year-round.
